Our 
Constitution of the United States 
was founded on the principles of 
freedom, equal justice, and respect 
for individual rights that the Bible 
ideally represents . No libertarian 
demands anyone to believe something 
they simply don't. But owning a 
Bible, regardless of faith, provides 
insight to the wisdom that our 
Founding Fathers relied on and used 
to provide the world unprecedented 
widespread freedom. I would despise 
a world where everyone is forced to 
believe in my faith. But I think 
we can agree that, whether or not 
one believes in Jesus' divinity, 
this world would be a lot nicer if 
everyone lived by the advice he 
gave, and the example he lived out. 

It's for these reasons LiberTORian 
recommends owning a Bible, at least 
for its historical importance and 
its place in providing a basis for 
liberty and mutual respect. If you 
are of the persuasion that the Bible 
provides spiritual inspiration above 
and beyond the culture significance 
it provides, more power to you. Any 
suggestion by LiberTORian in no way 
is meant to condemn anyone of a 
differing belief. This is mentioned 
in LiberTORian 5's article, "Restor- 
ing Liberty" . 

Libetarians come from every possible 
religious persuasion. It's one of 
the reasons the discussion of the 
right to life is being discussed in 
a logical, not religious context. 
Religious evidence is icing on the 
cake, but not universally shared. A 
well-reasoned religious argument may 
convince the already converted, but 
is meaningless to non-believers. A 
message should have wide appeal , so 
it reaches a universal audience . 
Freedom is for everyone. ( (L) )

Utopias" to be very interesting- he 
looks at piracy in North Africa and 
the Caribbean back in the 16th to 
19th centuries, and examines it as 
libertarians (the pirates) vs. the 
oppressive statists (the monarchies 
of Europe) and highlights ways that 
statists have maligned pirates over 
the centuries to encourage people to 
stay complacent in their heavily- 
policed, heavily- taxed states. He 
even highlights a few brief periods 
in modern history where truly an- 
archic, libertarian communities 
popped up and managed to live for a 
while before being crushed by the 
states and monarchies . A very fun 
libertarian look at history I 
thought . 

3) I've always heard Spokane pro- 
nounced "Spoke Can", and I've been 
visiting there off and on for many 
many years . So I don ' t think it's a 
conspiracy.

As 
a libertarian Catholic, I will pro- 
claim my beliefs, but respect free 
will and the First Amendment. It is 
not my place to tell anyone else 
what to believe, or even to believe 
at all. One's faith is a essential 
part of who they are, and so each of 
us should respect the religious con- 
victions of others, as we'd want for 
others to have for our own . 

I have friends who are of various 
belief systems, including agnostics, 
atheists, and nontheist Buddhists. 
There is a group of Chinese friends 
of mine who are devout Buddhists. 
Twice a week, they attend Buddhist 
ceremonies, and have invited me to 
attend. While I have reverence for 
their beliefs, it took some con- 
vincing before I felt comfortable 
enough to attend, because I felt I 
would be out of place . They were 
very welcoming people, however, and 
so I began attending their semi 
weekly ceremonies . For the next 
two years I would join them for tea 
and meditation. 

I already had studied Buddhism and 
its tenets , so I knew what to come 
to expect; I adjusted well. Still, 

I was Catholic, even while I was in 
attendance . At every meeting I 
brought my Rosary beads and would 
silently recite the Rosary during 
meditation time. 

Everyone there knew of my religious 
beliefs and we had mutual respect 
for each other, except for one per- 
son there. He was of Hispanic de- 
scent, which is inconsequential 
except for the concept that since 
he was one of the non-Cantonese in 
attendance , he seemed to be into 
the ceremonies because the religion 
was "cool" or even trendy to him.

Deep web sites are fluid. Servers 
go up and down . Servers shut down . 
Nothing seems to last too long. As 
soon as a person starts getting a 
bit comfortable with an onion site, 
It vanishes in thin air. 

Because of this, social sites like 
pastebins , chans , and forums aren ' t 
places where messages you post last 
very long. But something sprang up 
on the deep web that shows promise. 

Cyberia 2.0 is a forum whose servers 
are based in Brazil. I'm not sure 
what happened to Cyberia 1.0, but it 
seems like the new site is intent on 
adhering to Brazilian law, and asks 
that all posts are compliant with 
the laws in your jurisdiction. This 
means that they want to ensure that 
the site has a long life. 

Cyberia is a forum on various topics 
for discussion. The main framework 
of the site is in Portuguese, but 
the admins write in English. Hey! 
That ' s my native language ! 

It seems like a good place for those 
on the deep web to just congregate 
and discuss anything. I used the 
forum to introduce people to Liber- 
TORian . Many people were able to 
link to the LiberTORian onion, and 
instantly post their thoughts and 
opinions on it. I'm glad to read 
that the thread, and the magazine, 
were well-received.

BOYCOTTS VS INDIVIDUAL COTTS

Boycotts don't work. The problem is 
that free speech wins out. When you 
announce a boycott, you draw atten- 
tion to whatever it is you're trying 
to boycott. Not that it is actually 
a problem; free speech is a good 
thing . 

While you have the right to protest, 
I don ' t recommend taking to the 
streets demanding that everyone stop 
using a product. The companies 
behind them LOVE the publicity. 
Instead, don't concern yourself with 
bringing financial ruin to anyone . 
Instead, concern yourself on a per- 
sonal level . 

If a company is doing something ab- 
horrant with the profits from your 
purchases , decide for yourself if 
you ' re comfortable funding that 
activity. If, in your conscience, 
you aren't, stop purchasing it. The 
aim isn ' t to create financial up- 
heaval for them. It's to keep your 
personal conscience at ease. You'll 
feel pride in yourself, I guarantee. 

When you conduct a personal cott, 
call or write the companies you are 
no longer using, and inform them why 
they've lost your money. Don't send 
emails . Calling or writing shows 
them you took the time and effort to 
let them know, rather than just fire 
something off hastily. 

Some companies are arrogant (Frito 
Lay comes to mind) and won't care, 
they know one person doesn't matter 
much to their profits. But again, 
they don ' t see the philosophy in a 
person who has ideals higher than 
money . 

Oh, and there's nothing wrong with 
telling people who is funding what, 
don't demand action; just raise the 
question and let others decide. ( (L) ) 
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In the wake of two videos allegedly 
showing Planned Parenthood officials 
discussing the sale of aborted fetal 
body parts, Republicans in Congress are 
working to ensure Planned Parenthood is 
stripped of its federal funding. 
However, it's not only the government 
that fills Planned Parenthood' s 
coffers . According to 2nd Vote , a 
website and app that tracks the flow of 
money from consumers to political 
causes, more than 25 percent of Planned 
Parenthood's $1.3 billion annual 
revenue comes from private donations , 
which includes corporate contributions . 
2nd Vote researched the corporations 
and organizations to find which 
supported Planned Parenthood and found 
that more than three dozen donated to 
the group . Some companies donated 
directly, while others matched employee 
gifts . 

Forty-one corporations and organi- 
zations directly contribute to the 
group . 

Planned Parenthood has come under heavy 
fire following the release of videos 
from the Center for Medical Progress . 
The first video, released last week, 
showed Planned Parenthood senior 
executive Dr. Deborah Nucatola meeting 
with actors portraying buyers from a 
"human biologies company." The "buyers" 
discussed the sale of fetal body parts 
with Nucatola while they dined over 
lunch . 

In the second video, released today 
Dr. Mary Gattner, president of Planned 
Parenthood' s Medical Director' s 
Council , is seen negotiating the price 
of aborted fetal body parts .

more? The reason is obvious: it's 
no longer true , and Americans feel 
it everywhere . Since the industrial 
revolution, and in the last few 
years at an accelerated pace, there 
have been government attacks on our 
freedom. And since the beginning of 
this decade, So much freedom was 
stolen in such a short time that you 
can't say, "It's a free country" and 
be telling the truth. 
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What is GPG and why should I use it?

It used to be that as an average 
citizen if you wanted to speak pri- 
vately with someone it was easy to 
do . You wouldn ' t worry about someone 
reading your letters in the mail , or 
someone recording your phone calls 
when you order out for food. You 
could reasonably count on being able 
to have a private conversation with 
another person. 

In the digital age , thats no longer 
true . Many conversations happen on- 
line. E-Mails, instant messages, 
texts, documents are passed around 
without much thought given to who ' s 
really looking. You are given the 
illusion that when you send an email 
or other communications that only 
you and the person you are communi- 
cating with are able to see the 
message . 

Sadly, this is not the truth. 

There's now a long list of people 
who have access to everything you do 
and say online . Internet service 
providers commonly monitor and care- 
fully record your activities and 
messages . A few internet service 
providers have even been caught 
injecting malicious tracking numbers 
into requests for websites (Sometimes 
called Super-Cookies) to collect 
data on its customers . Marketing 
companies buy and sell your shopping 
habits , personal data and search 
requests on a daily basis . Govern- 
ments watch and record what you do 
in order to find if you are a crim- 
inal, an activist, or even just if 
you are someone who holds a view 
thats contrary to the current 
political agenda. 

For example, the commonly used e- 
mail provider GMail (and many others 
like it) searches all messages you 



send and receive for keywords . These 
keywords allow them to learn more 
about you and to offer ads to you 
based on what you are sending and 
receiving. If you're receiving or 
sending messages about shoes , you 
may get ads for shoes. If you're 
sending a message about cars you'll 
get ads for cars. Over time it will 
learn and the ads will get more spe- 
cific as it builds a profile about 
you. That data is then used to show 
you more ads that you are likely to 
click. They also may sell this data 
to other marketing companies for use 
in their own ads . 

A private conversation is no longer 
private . 

But there is a way to take back your 
digital privacy. 

I recommend a program called GNU 
Privacy Guard. 

GNU Privacy Guard (also called Open- 
PGP , PGP or GPG) is a data encryp- 
tion and decryption computer pro- 
gram that provides cryptographic 
privacy and authentication for data 
communication. GPG is often used for 
signing, encrypting, and decrypting 
texts, e-mails, files, directories, 
and whole disk partitions and to in- 
crease the security of e-mail 
communications . 

You can run the program on Windows , 
Linux, Mac and Android.

Why do i keep hearing about PGP/GPG/ 
OpenPGP/etc? Whats with all the 
different names? 




PGP was the original commercial pro- 
gram written back in 1991. The 
source code for it was released to 
the public in the form of a book 
when the United States Government 
tried to shut them down. In the form 
of a book, it was covered by the 
First Amendment as free speech. Also 
with the code released to the public 
it was no longer possible for the 
government to "put the genie back in 
the bottle" so to speak. GPG was 
based on that source code and is by 
far the most commonly used version 
as it was created and distributed as 
an open source program free to all 
forever. In order to keep compati- 
bility between the different pro- 
grams a standard was written called 
the "OpenPGP Standard" which defines 
PGP/ GPG based programs should func- 
tion so they can work with each 
other . 

So what can GPG do for me? 

1 . Encryption 

Encryption allows you to take mess- 
ages and/or data that you wish to 
keep private and modify it in such a 
way that it is impossible to read 
without the correct password. But 
GPG takes it a step further and uses 
a public/private key pair as well as 
a password to secure your messages . 
The public key file can be shared 
with anyone freely. Thats why its 
called the public key, its meant to 
be public. It can be used to encrypt 
a message and to verify the authen- 
ticity of a message but it cannot be 
used to decrypt or sign a message. 
The private key file is the one you 
keep secret. It allows you to de- 
crypt a message signed with your key 
and it also allows you to sign a 
message or file so that others can 
verify its authenticity and that it 
has not been modified in any way. 
Without the private key file AND the 
password it is not possible to 
decrypt the message . 

2 . Signature 

As mentioned above GPG is able to 
digitally sign an e-mail, attach- 
ments , documents and files so that 



anyone who has your public key can 
verify that it is authentic and has 
not been tampered with. If even one 
bit of the message or file has been 
altered in any way GPG will notify 
you that the file is NOT authentic . 
This is very useful if you're con- 
cerned about "man in the middle" 
attacks where messages are inter- 
cepted and changed between people 
exchanging information. You simply 
distribute your GPG public key and 
anyone who has it can use it along 
with the program to authenticate 
the message . 

Common questions : 

QUESTION : I heard the government can 
break any encryption easily. 

ANSWER: FALSE. If you had EVERY 
single computer in the world trying 
to crack a GPG encrypted file with 
a strong password it would take well 
beyond your lifespan to break. In- 
stead agencies like the FBI/NSA/CIA 
rely on backdoors hidden in the en- 
cryption software, poor passwords or 
malware to spy on you and get the 
key that way. Encryption WORKS when 
applied properly. Thats why the 
United States Government has been 
pushing for more backdoors so hard 
in the last few years . 

QUESTION: What is a backdoor? 

ANSWER: A backdoor is a hidden piece 
of code in a program to allow some- 
one access. In this context, a back- 
door would be a hidden piece of code 
in the encryption program that al- 
ters the encrypted data in such a 
way that the government (or hackers) 
can bypass the encryption with the 
right secret code . 

QUESTION : How can I check for a 
backdoor? 

ANSWER: For most commercial appli- 
cations, you can't. In order to 
really tell for sure you need to 
look at the source code and typic- 
ally only the programmers have 
access to this . The source code is 




what programmers write that gets 
turned into a working program you 
can use. This is where GPG really 
shines as its completely open source . 
Anyone can examine the source code 
and have your own computer build it 
into a program if you wish. The 
source code for GPG is peer reviewed 
and analyzed for hidden code and 
security weaknesses regularly and in 
an open manner . 

QUESTION : How common are these back- 
doors? 

ANSWER: Very common. For decades the 
NSA and other organizations have put 
a large amount of pressure on var- 
ious companies to either build a 
backdoor into encryption software 
that would allow them access to 
messages that have been encrypted or 
to force them to use very weak en- 
cryption protocols so that its easy 
for them to break . Examples include 
banking software, pharmacy software, 
popular websites , operating systems , 
cell phones, etc. We'll never know 
for sure how many as most companies 
when pressured to do this are also 
placed under a secret court order 
not to reveal that its been done . 

QUESTION : This sounds really tech- 
nical . I'm not really a "tech" guy. 
Can someone like me use it? 
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ANSWER: Yes. The process to use it 
is actually pretty simple and there 
are many tutorials and youtube vid- 
eos that show you how. No math or 
advanced IT knowledge is required to 
use the program. 

QUESTION: Will it work on Tor? 

ANSWER: Yes! In fact many places and 
sites on Tor require a working know- 
ledge of GPG for security . 

I hope you find this article useful 
and take a look into encrypting your 
data and communications .

Those who are uninitiated may hear 
the name "Planned Parenthood" , and 
mistakenly think they offer some 
kind of pregnancy service .

Planned Parenthood's history is rid- 
dled with racism, eugenic killing, 
and lies , from their beginnings with 
Margaret Sanger's plan to "extermi- 
nate the negro population" to their 
barbaric practices today. One day, 
LiberTORian will cover the history 
of this business. For now, there is 
much to cover that will be part of 
tomorrow's history. This is more 
pressing right now. Meanwhile, a 
wealth of information already exists 
for those who want to know the truth 
of Planned Parenthood. I suggest 
not relying on untrustworthy sources 
like Wikipedia for this information; 
there are legions of Planned Parent- 
hood (PP for short) defenders who 
regularly keep their propaganda 
maintained on such entries . 

There ' s also so much information to 
cover, that LiberTORian doesn't have 
time for people who want to deny the 
obvious medical science : that an un- 
born human baby is a living human 
being. There's a plethora of sites 
on the web, deep and shallow, for 
biology deniers . There ' s plenty of 
propaganda from Planned Parenthood, 
for instance. We're interested in 
the truth, not wasting our time ar- 
guing with people ungrounded in 
reality. Already I wasted enough 



time talking about how much time I 
want to save . 

In the past few years, there's been 
a proliferation of cameras . Begin- 
ning with digital cameras and then 
cell phone cameras , coupled with the 
geometric increase of storage space, 
the ability to capture life on video 
is literally in the hands of almost 
anyone . With this came the rise of 
the investigative citizen- journalist 
activist. Where the mainstream 
media failed us, citizen- journalists 
exposed corruption. For example, 
police brutality, or brutality 
against police, have been recorded 
by people who visit toxic areas with 
cameras in their hands . NBC ' s 
_Dateline_ has its share of video 
stings of child predators. Okay, 
so there is one organized media out- 
fit doing the work. But most of it 
is by average citizens ' makeshift 
networks, like Breitbart.com or 
WeaselZippers . com . 

Then there's Planned Parenthood. It 
is a tough shell to crack; they have 
total insulation from exposure . The 
mainstream media will always turn a 
blind eye to them, no matter how 
horrendous . Politicians engaged in 
a quid pro quo will defend them, 
leftist and statist politicians get 
millions from Planned Parenthood, 
who return the favor by funding and 
defending them at all costs. This 
cycle of corruption means that each 
side is beholden to the other; if 
one wall in the house of cards falls 
then the whole structure topples. 

However, Planned Parenthood's greed

is its very weakness . Over the past 
few years, the billion-dollar busi- 
ness, which poses as a non-profit 
organization, many have been able to 
infiltrate their ranks. That's why 
they are caught again and again when 
one would think they learned their 
lesson. Once you look at Planned 
Parenthood's practices, however, one 
realizes that criminal networking is 
part of their routine operations . 
Making financial deals such as the 
ones caught on tape are ingrained in 
their day-to-day activities. They 
don't have time to check if every 
one of their many clients are under- 
cover investigative videographers . 

Andrew Breitbart's web site is one 
of those infiltrators . Also note- 
worthy are Veritas Video in conjun- 
tion with LiveAction. They have 
nailed Planned Parenthood several 
times on video, including assist- 
ing undercover reporters posing as 
child traffickers. Again, there is 
enough on these groups alone to 
write a volume on each. But this 
is the modern history of Planned 
Parenthood, all which leads up to 
the current situation : The Center 
for Medical Progress . 

Their name is as deceptive as that 
of Planned Parenthood itself. The 
Center for Medical Progress sounds 
like a progressive/statist group but 
is not at all : kind of turning the 
Alinsky-ite language back against 
them. They believe in the Consti- 
tution and for protecting life. 

This project was spearheaded by 
David Daleidon. David's investiga- 
tion was preceded by years of prep 
work, including research and train- 
ing. The entire endeavor required 
five years from beginning to end. 

The result is a level of quality 
professionalism you don't find in 
the mainstream media. At the time 
this part of the article has been 
written, the Center for Medical 
Progress, henceforth referred to 
as CMP, released five videos. Each 
was powerful and framed the narra- 
tive . 



So what are these videos all about? 
LiberTORian will cover each one in a 
timeline, and the reaction to each. 

VIDEO 1 IS RELEASED. 

Title: "Planned Parenthood Uses 
Partial-Birth Abortions to Sell Baby 
Parts." (8:51) 

This video took America by storm. 

It opens with news clips on the top- 
ic, including an interview with PP 
president Gloria Feldt, defending 
her syndicate from wrongdoing while 
saying, if real, the video is still 
disturbing. Following this is a 
meeting between the undercover agent 
and the medical director of the en- 
tire organization, Deborah Nutacola. 
She discusses casually, while dining 
on an expensive salad and wine , how 
she intends to procure intact body 
parts from babies for the agent ' s 
fictitious medical research lab. 

Nutacola discusses which body parts 
are in demand, as if she is experi- 
enced in the matter. 

o "Buying or selling human body 
parts is a federal felony 
(42 U.S. Code 274e) " 

o "The commercial traffick [sic] of 
body parts from an aborted baby is 
punishable by up to 10 years in 
prison and/or a fine of up to 
$500,000 [per offense] 

(42 U.S. Code 289g-2) " 

The video depicts an actual online 
order form for parts (shipped by 
FedEx) . 

DOX: The video shows Nutacola 's ac- 
tual calling card:

Nutacola explins how she ' s in charge 




of the national office for the whole 
syndicate, including all affiliates. 
They murder babies up to 24 weeks . 
Nutacola discusses with the agent 
how in this case, and with all their 
clients , they take measures to sell 
the parts for profit without appear- 
ing to . She also describes how 
Planned Parenthood can mutilate the 
baby's body while keeping organs vi- 
tal for sales intact, including via 
partial- and post-birth abortion. 

o Partial-birth abortion is a fed- 
eral felony punishable by up to 2 
years in prison and/or a fine of 
up to $250,000 (18 U.S. Code 1531) 

o A fetus extracted intact and alive 
during an abortion is a born-alive 
infant and any further action 
taken to kill him or her is homo- 
cide . (1 U.S. Code 8) 

Nutacola says that the Planned Par- 
enthood organization can commit 
partial-birth abortions and get away 
with just by saying (lying) that 
"they didn't mean to commit one be- 
fore the abortion began" . 

Planned Parenthood Federation of 
America is organized like a fran- 
chise, with many regional affil- 
iates carrying the Planned Par- 
enthood brand name and reporting 
to the national office. 

PPFA has affiliates contract dir- 
ectly for body part sales, so that 
a regional affiliate can take the 
fall for the entire organization 
if the sales are exposed. . . 

Nutacola in the video refuses to 
deal directly with the undercover 
agent, referring him to individual 
franchises . Their law department 
simply knows they can't, literally 
get away with murder. 

Video 1 ends with Cecile Richards , 

PP President, meeting with the 
client, and praising Nutacola in 
her deal-making assets . 

The content in video 1 is disturb- 



ing. The reaction was a public out- 
rage. . . at least, the part of the 
public that saw the video . The only 
news media that covered it was Fox 
News , The Blaze , talk radio , and the 
new media. The typical media: ABC, 
NBC , CBS , New York Times , Washington 
Post, Time, Newsweek, NPR, etc., 
made a conscious decision to keep 
the story covered up. As Bohn- 
hoeffer said, "Not to act is to act. 
Not to speak is to speak." He would 
know: before saving Jews from the 
Nazis, he spent most of WWII doing 
nothing. He regretted it and died 
trying to make it up. Blood is on 
the hands of media, whose responsi- 
bility is to inform the public of 
such activity, for complying with 
Planned Parenthood and keeping their 
actions buried. 

Of course, the dinosaur media lost 
its control . Gone are the days when 
Tom Brokaw can lie unchallenged and 
thus receive the title, "the most 
trusted man in America" due to a 
lack of a check and balance in re- 
porting. The video stormed YouTube 
and was on the minds , hearts and 
lips of people everywhere . 

In damage control mode , Cecile 
Richards recorded her own video for 
YouTube. In it she bluntly lied 
that PP does not sell baby body 
parts . 

Unfortunately for her and her oper- 
ation , there was a second video . 

Rule number 1 when you lie to the 
public: be certain there's no evi- 
dence first. The second video, al- 
most posted as a response, depicts 
the agent discussing pricing for 
the sale of body parts with Planned 
Parenthood's Medical Director's 
Council President, Mary Gatter. In 
the midst of the price haggling, she 
comments , " I want a Lamborghini . " 

The reaction to the second video : 
Obviously trapped in a corner, the 
butchers at Planned Parenthood made 
accusations that the videos were 
butchered, edited to manipulate the 
truth. Even Obama and his spokes-

men, who are eager accomplices to 
this outfit, celled the videos, 
"deceptively edited" , albeit ad- 
mitting, as always, that they hadn't 
seen the videos in question. Ignor- 
ance isn't so bliss. 

Small problem: had any of the PP de- 
fenders investigated their new-found 
enemy, they would have learned that 
unedited videos , running for more 
than two hours each, were made 
available seconds later alongside 
"edited" highlights videos . These 
are presented for posterity, and to 
prove to anyone with enough time on 
their hands to watch them, that the 
videos are in fact what they are . 

Meanwhile, in the real world, the 
social scene was ablaze. Twitter 
was trending with new hashtags such 
as #PPSellsBabyParts and #Defund- 
PlannedParenthood. Then there were 
calls for congress to take action. 

On the hour before the vote in the 
U.S. senate to defund Planned Par- 
enthood, the third video dropped. 

Entitled, "Human Capitol", video 
number three put to rest any doubts 
that Planned Parenthood was not 
only selling human baby parts , but 
their practices were gruesome and 
brutal . Society wouldn ' t allow a 
dog to be treated like these humans 
were. This is the opening text: 

The documentary episode you are 
about to see explores the real- 
life harvesting and selling of 
baby body parts at Planned 
Parenthood abortion clinics . 

And the nearly twelve-minute foot- 
age does . _Human Capital_ opened 
with an excerpt from episode 1 . 

It features an interview with an ex 
baby harvester for Stem Express, an 
outfit that deals in black market 
body parts . Her name is Holly 
O'Donnell. Stem Express' web site 
repeatedly refers for dealings with 
Planned Parenthood for mutual prof- 
it, without saying what they do. 

They advertise that dealing with 
Stem Express can be lucrative for 



an abortion mill that wished to deal 
with them. 

This particular video depicts the 
corpses of actual babies murdered by 
Planned Parenthood and brutalized to 
access their intact organs . One 
baby body shows a sliced-up head, 
its two eyes on two different parts . 
an intact arm with its five tiny 
fingers is torn away from the rest 
of the body. All the dialogue is 
about the quality of the baby ' s 
internal organs , and how profitable 
the samples will be for their mill. 
It's sickening listening to the 
abortionists discussing selling the 
body parts by the part, rather than 
wholesale, for maximum profit. 

This was getting too big for the 
media accomplices to hold down, and 
so they needed a distraction. So 
they found a dentist who hunted a 
lion and made that the big story. 

It backfired. The story became how 
the media had its priorities so 
screwed up that a lion was elevated 
to a level above human babies . 

The fourth video, _Human Capital 2_, 
showed a decapitated baby that was 
much later in gestation. The fifth 
video looked like a lab in the Nazi 
regime . The baby was being chopped 
up like chuck steak. The arm of a 
victim and rib cage was amidst what 
was the processed remains of his 
body. The hand, fingers, and tiny 
fingernails were intact. 

It is inhuman what is being done to 
these victims of Planned Parenthood 
and their greed. There are cries 
everywhere to not only defund them, 
but bring them to justice for mass 
murder and black market human body 
part trafficking. However, the 
politicians who support Planned 
Parenthood and their evil practices 
accept millions of dollars from 
them. In a quid pro quo, they not 
only say thank you by funding them, 
they do whatever it takes to keep 
protecting them. Everyone involved 
is guilty. 




And the corrupt politicians on the 
far left or lower wing don't care 
about their constituents. You can 
call them until you're blue in the 
face and they feel they're there to 
be served by you. So what can I do 
to stop them?

The 
Center took precautions not to break 
any recording laws int he jurisdic- 
tions they were uner. Nonetheless, 
they can still go to jail for no 
reason. If Nazis were killing Jews, 
and someone made a video exposing 
it, would Hitler say, "this must be 
stopped" , or would he put the video 
maker in jail? And if you have for- 
gotten Benghazi, Obama put a video 
maker in jail for over a year with- 
out due process, as a scapegoat. 

The point is , where the federal 
government is part of the problem, 
state governments can act. Three 
states defunded Planned Parenthood 
in light of the video: Louisiana,

I don ' t know any other 
for-profit venture that solicits do- 
nations like that! Here you go, Bank 
of America! Take this five hundred 
dollars. No, don't put it in an 
account; just TAKE IT! Maybe if I 
started my own business, I'll ask for 
money for nothing in return. 

4) EDUCATE YOURSELF. Educated people 
are Planned Parenthood's worst enemy.

And 
suddenly it disappeared. 

The ProxyHam device doesn ' t perform 
any illegal actions on its own. It 
doesn ' t violate any bandwidth or 
airwave regulations. Its disapper- 
ance is as mysterious as any 
explanation from Ben Caudill . When 
questioned about the cancellation of 
the project, he responds with, "No 
comment" , or that he can not provide

any details. The Twitter feed 
ceased suddenly, with a final mess- 
age indicating that, "Effective im- 
mediately, we are halting further 
development on #ProxyHam and will 
not be releasing any further details 
or the source for the device . 
Existing #ProxyHam units will be 
disposed of and no longer be made 
available", (source: Wired Magazine) 

Not since Tesla's oscillator has an 
innovation on this scale been lost 
to history.
